So  much -for  size.    Now  about  some  other  points  to  look  for  in  buying 
°™SS.    Look  for  reinforced  toes.     They'll  save  many  a  hole  in  the  toe. 
niorced  heels  also  save  wear.    And  be  sure  these  heels  come  above  the  shoe

-     ea  .nreads,  weak  places  and  darker  stripes  that  sometimes  give  a  soiled  look. 
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Hbw  about  care  in  wearing  stockings.    First,  wash  the  new  stockings  before 
yon  wear  them.     Then,  wash  them  after  every  wearing,   if  possible.  Perspiration 
soon  damages  silk.     And  when  you  wash  silk  hose,  ?/ash  with  care.     Poor  laundering 
has  ruined  many  a  good  stocking.    Use  lukewarm  suds  of  mild  soap.     Squeeze  the 
dirt  out.     Never  rub  or  scrub.     Turn  wrong  side  out  before  washing.  Otherwise, 
stockings  sometimes  get  a  "linty"  look.    Hinse  in  lukewarm  water  several  times 
until  all  the  soap  is  out.    And  never  hang  your  stockings  in  the  sun  or  near  a 
hot  stove.    Keat  is  also  hard  on  silk. 

Finally,   if  you're  wise,  you'll  carry  a  little  darning  cotton  and  a  needle 
in  your  handhag  when  you're  off  for  the  day.     That  will  save  many  an  accident 
with  stockings.     Or  you  can  carry  a  little  tube  of  non-run  liquid.    A  drop  of 
this  keeps  the  run  from  advancing  down  the  stocking  until  you  can  get  home  and 
mend  it . 

Sometimes  shoes  cause  holes  in  stockings.     Perhaps  they  have  rough  places 
that  wear  or  tear.     For  example,   a  rough  place  at  the  back  may  rub  holes  in  the 
heel  of  the  stocking.     You  can  save  stockings  here  by  sewing  a  little  piece  of 
chamois  in  the  heel  of  the  shoe.     Sometimes  the  garters  or  supporters  you  wear 
cause  holes  at  the  top  of  the  stocking.    Be  sure  garters  have  no  sharp  edges  of 
metal  to  cut  the  silk  and  be  sure  the  elastic  part  has  plenty  of  "give." 

Now  a  word  or  two  about  saving  your  silk  dresses.     We  talked  about  care  in 
guying'  silk  not  long  ago.     Today  let's  discuss  care  after  buying.     When  summer 
silks  grow  soiled,  you  can  have  them  dry  cleaned  or  you  can  economize  by  washing 
them  at  home  —  that  is,   if  they  are  washable  silks.     But  washing  at  home  will 
not  be  a  saving  unless  you  do  it  the  right  way.    Use  mild  neutral  soap  flakes  or 
jelly  and  dissolve  them  in  hot  water.     Then  add  cold  water  until  the  suds  are 
lukewarm.     Too  hot  water  causes  color  to  run  and  damages  the  silk  fabric.  Wash 
your  silks  by  gently  squeezing  the  sxids  through  the  fabric.     If  any  rubbing  is 
r.ecessary  at  very  soiled  places  around  the  neck  or  the  sleeves,  do  it  gently. 
Rinse  in  three  or  four  waters  to  get  every  bit  of  the  soap  out.     If  you  have  soft 
water,   so  much  the  better  for  rinsing.     Squeeze,   don't  wring,  the  water  out. 
Then  lay  the  dress  between  two  Turkish  towels,   roll  up  and  wring.     This  will 
remove  any  excess  moisture  but  won't  pull  the  silk.     Now,   if  the  colors  of  the 
dress  are  likely  to  run,  put  the  dress  on  a  smooth  wooden  dress  hanger  and  dry 
as  fast  as  you  can.    A  breeze  is  a  big  help.     If  nature  doesn't  provide  a  breeze 
through  the  window,  your  electric  fan  will  help  dry  the  dress  rapidly.  This 
takes  only  a  few  minutes  when  slightly  damp.     Press  your  dress  on  the  wrong  side. 
If  seams  or  edge  finishes  look  rough  when  you  have  finished,   turn  the  dress  to 
the  right  side  and  press  these  places  again  using  a  cloth  between  the  silk  and 
the  iron. 

Here's  one  important  point  to  remember.    Keep  your  silk  dresses  as  well 
as  your  silk  stockings  away  from  strong  heat.    That  includes  hot  water,  hot  sun- 
shine, the  heat  of  the  stove,   and  a  hot  pressing  iron.
